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‘Sham wedding’ 
duo were‘back at 
work in 30 mins’ 

Three deny charges relating to immigration laws

TWO ‘newly-weds’ didn’t hang around 
to celebrate for long after exchanging 
their vows, a court heard. 

After the ceremony at the Indian 
restaurant where Polish bride Dorota 
Wysocka, 45, and Bangladeshi groom 
Mohammed Razul Miah, 35, were 
employed, some guests were surprised 
when within 30 minutes of the meal, 
the pair were back at work in the 
restaurant’s kitchen, a jury heard. 

But it was claimed at Luton Crown 
Court on Thursday that it was evi¬ 
dence that what had in fact taken 
place was a ‘sham marriage’ to allow 
the groom to remain in this country, 
organised by restaurant manager Mr 
Gyash Uddin. 

Mr Uddin, 39, from Ivy Road, Luton, 
Mohammed Razul Miah, of the same 
address and Mohammed Dolon Miah, 
29, of Spencer Road,Luton, all plead 
not guilty to charges alleging that they 
conspired to facilitate a breach of 
immigration laws by non-EU citizens. 

The prosecution claim Mohammed 
Razul Miah is Mr Uddin’s brother-in- 
law. Mohammed Dolan Miah is Mr 
Uddin’s nephew. 

Prosecutor, Will Noble, told the court 
that the case concerned a series of sham 
marriages between Polish or British 


nationals and Bangladeshi nationals 
who have either entered the United 
Kingdom illegally or have entered on 
visas that have expired or are close to 
expiring. 

It is alleged that between 2003 and 
2010, Gyash Uddin dishonestly 
facilitated the entry into the UK of 
family members from Bangladesh in a 
bid to secure them permanent resi¬ 
dence in the UK. 

It was claimed Uddin conspired with 
others to arrange sham marriages for 
those family members to European 
nationals who worked for him at 
Indian restaurants that he owned or 
ran, including Moja in Leighton 
Buzzard, which is where the afore¬ 
mentioned wedding reception is said 
to have taken place. 

The Court heard that suspicions 
about the legitimacy of the wedding 
between Mohammed Razul Miah and 
Dorota Wysocka were aroused in 
December 2010, when the pair attend¬ 
ed Milton Keynes Registry Office and 
registered their “Notice of Marriage.” 

The registrars submitted a ‘Suspicious 
Marriage Report’ to the authorities after 
noticing that the couple were unable to 
communicate to each other due to a 
clear language barrier. 

On February 19 2011, the couple 
attended the registry office in Leighton 
Buzzard, Bedfordshire and undertook 


a civil ceremony and were formally 
married, before heading to Moja for 
a meal. 

Mr Noble told the court that a cus¬ 
tomer recalled: “Most of the other 
guests were staff and within 30 min¬ 
utes of the meal the bride and groom 
were back at work in the restaurant.” 

Mr Uddin is alleged to have helped 
the third defendant, his nephew 
Mohammed Dolon Miah, in his 
attempt to go through a sham mar¬ 
riage to another Polish woman called 
Kamila Marta Drozdowska who 
worked at his restaurant. 

In fact the wedding planned for last 
May didn’t go ahead after Drozdowska, 
28, pulled out, but in a wardrobe at her 
flat in Bute Street, Luton, the authori¬ 
ties discovered the same wedding 
wedding dress worn by Wysocka at her 
“wedding” the year before. 

Mr Uddin pleads not guilty to eight 
charges of conspiring to facilitate a 
breach of immigration laws by non EU 
citizens. Mohammed Razul Miah 
denies two similar charges and 
Mohammed Dolon Miah denies three. 

Mr Uddin alone denies a charge of 
possessing a blank Bangladeshi birth 
certificate for use in fraud. 

The jury were told the two Polish 
“brides” have pleaded guilty to their 
part in the conspiracy and will be sen¬ 
tenced later. The case continues. 
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Did you see ‘unprovoked attack? 


POLICE are appealing for two women 
who may have witnessed an unprovoked 
attack and robbery to come forward. 

The victim, 30, was on his way to work 
on Monday at 5.15am on Dunstable 
Road, Luton, when he was approached 
from behind and assaulted. 

When he fell to the floor he was repeat¬ 
edly kicked before his mobile phone was 
taken. 

The attacker then walked back to his 


Silver Vauxhall Signum and drove off 
down Medina Road. 

DC Surfaz Hussain said: “This is an 
unprovoked assault which may have 
been witnessed by these two women. 

“While the victim is unable to describe 
them, we know they were standing at the 
bus stop outside Tesco Express and I urge 
them to come forward as they may be 
vital witnesses in this case.”

Concerns raised 
over plans to build 
on college’s fields

AROUND 300 residents gathered at 
Bushmead Community Centre to 
demonstrate their opposition to 
Barnfield College’s proposals to build 
on the playing field. 

Under the plans, Barnfield College 
would construct a replacement college 
building and move the Barnfield 
Moorlands Free School to the site on Old 
Bedford Road. Thirty-nine new homes, 
an 88-bed car home and new sports facil¬ 
ities would also be built. 

Cliff Robertson, who chaired the dis¬ 
cussion on Thursday evening said: “No- 
one here has a problem with the college 
making improvements to its own build¬ 
ings - it’s the construction on the green 
space that we object to. 

“We need to make sure each and every 
one of us makes our concerns heard. 

“If the proposals get ahead it’ll be too 
late, we’ll have lost that land forever.” 

Residents voiced their concerns about 
a dramatic increase in congestion, light 
pollution from the proposed floodlit 
pitch and the loss of a community play 
area. 

Councillors Martin Pantling, Rachel 
Hopkins and Mike Garrett also attended 
the meeting to share their support with 
the residents and advise them on the 
best way of making their objections 
heard. 

Liberal Democrat councillor, Martin 
Pantling said: “In this area we’ve got Lib 
Dem, Labour and Conservative council¬ 


lors. My hope is that we can put aside 
political differences and support all of 
the residents in their fight to protect 
this land. 

“I oppose these plans and particularly 
the proposals to build on green land 
instead of a brownfield site.” 

Alan Euinton, Interim Principal at 
Barnfield College, said: “We are continu¬ 
ously investing in our estate for the 
benefit of our students as well as respond¬ 
ing to a demand for more primary school 
places and homes in the area. 

“The proposed development will bring 
better, more modern and efficient facili¬ 
ties to both those who study and work 
at the College as well as the local com¬ 
munity. 

“The improvements to the sports facili¬ 
ties are in response to pre-determined 
Sport England guidelines and will remain 
very much open and accessible to the 
public. 

“We intend to work in partnership with 
the care home to provide much needed 
training and experience for students 
across all areas, as well as this facility 
providing additional local jobs. 

“Our extensive on site parking facilities 
and planned drop off points will ensure 
there are no parking implications to local 
residents. 

“We are still in a consultation period 
and committed to listening to and taking 
on board the opinions of our local resi¬ 
dents.” 

The application is currently out to pub¬ 
lic consultation and a decision is expect¬ 
ed by the end of September.

She then stayed overnight before setting off from 
Stockwood Park towards London on Friday morning. 

Earlier in the day, community centres at Park Town, Flockwell 
Ring and Raynham Way had organised workshops enabling 
children to join in the spirit of the event by making medieval 
swords, masks, shields and outfits. 

Linsey Frostick, chair of the Love Luton Working Group, said: 
“We were delighted to welcome this incredible piece of 
moving art to the town. It made for a unique experience.” 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf, portfolio holder for sports and arts, 
said: “Not many towns have enjoyed the privilege of hosting 
Godiva on her journey so we feel very honoured.” 

Folklore has it that Lady Godiva rode naked through the 
streets of 11th century Coventry in protest against excessive 
taxation, imposed by her husband. Since then, Godiva has been 
seen as a symbol of justice across the world that embodies 
play, friendship, respect and courage and values at the heart of 
the Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

The giant sculpture is the centrepiece of ‘Godiva Awakes’ ,a 
part of this year’s Cultural Olympiad, and is powered by a team 
of 50 cyclists. It was created by a team of mechanics, artists, 
engineers and puppeteers from Imagineer Productions.

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Rottweiler mauls girl 
in a ‘terrifying’ attack

A 10-YEAR-OLD girl was 
left with serious arm 
injuries after being mauled 
by a dog as she played 
outside with her friends. 

Chanel Porter, of Elm Park 
Close, Houghton Regis, was 
outside the Nisa Store in 
Hillborough Crescent on 
Sunday, July 22, with her 
older sister Leanne and a 
friend when a man walked 
past with a dog. 

The canine, which is 
believed to have been a 
Rottweiler, started barking 
and then leapt up at Chanel, 
before sinking its teeth into 
her arm and dragging her to 
the floor. 

The dog then mauled the 
girl before its owner pulled 
it off the youngster and fled 
the area. 

Chanel was taken to Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital 
where she received stitches 
to three deep puncture 
wounds on her arm. 

Her mother, Claire Oakley, 
is now appealing for any 
witnesses of the attack to 
come forward. 

She said said: “Chanel is 
petrified and won’t leave the 
house. 

“She had been looking for-

days and playing with her 
friends but now she won’t 
go outside. 

“We have dogs ourselves, 
but she is really wary of 
them as well now. 

“We want to appeal to any¬ 
one who knows the owner of 
the dog to come forward so 
that our daughter’s mind 
can be put at rest.” 

The owner of the dog is 
described as a white man, in 
his mid 20s, of skinny build 
and wearing a white track- 
suit and white cap. 

Investigating Officer PC 
Matt Garfitt said: “This was 
a terrifying attack on a 
young girl who was looking 
forward to enjoying the 
summer with her siblings 
and friends. 

“Instead, she has ended up 
with some really nasty 
injuries and has been left 
distraught by the whole 
incident. 

“It is extremely important 
that we locate the owner of 
this dog and stop him from 
allowing the animal to 
cause further harm to 
anyone.”

Vapour from waste materials found at chemical spill site 


FIRE crews were called out 
to a manufacturing plant 
on Tuesday after a bag 
containing chemical mate¬ 
rial split. 

Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service attended 
the incident at the site of 
Hair Systems Europe on 
Camford Way Luton, after 
an automatic fire alarm was 


set off at around 4.40pm. 
However, when they arrived 
they found chemical 
vapour emanating from 
waste material used at the 
plant which produces prod¬ 
ucts such as hair dye. 

A spokesman for the Fire 
Service said: “We had 
received a call at around 
4.40pm for what we 


thought was a fire alarm 
but when the crews arrived 
it turned out to be a chemi¬ 
cal spillage. 

“Fire crews put the waste 
chemicals into a container 
and that was put into an 
on-site water storage tank 
used for chemical storage. 

“There were three people 
on-site at the time but they 


were checked out by para¬ 
medics and no injuries 
were reported. 

“There is no public health 
risk, no risk of it spreading 
and no environmental 
risk. 

“It was a small bag that 
had split and the situation 
was declared under control 
at 7pm.”

Police candidate 
slams government 
over force job level

ALMOST five per cent of 
Bedfordshire Police officers 
have lost their jobs in the past 
year, according to Home Office 
figures. 

A report states that since March 
last year, the number of officers 
in the force has dropped by 4.7 
per cent. 

And since 2010, 85 officers have 
been cut from Bedfordshire 
Police leaving the number of 
serving police officers at 1,157. 

Labour candidate for 
Bedfordshire Police and Crime 
Commissioner, Oily Martins 
(pictured) said: “Labour achieved 
record police numbers, a 43 per 
cent drop in recorded crime and 
a 30-year low in the fear of crime 
according to the British Crime 
Survey. 

“Now this Tory/Liberal 
Democrat Government is taking 
us backwards with a drop of 85 in 
the number of police officers in 
the county. 



“The figures are now returning 
to where they were ten years ago. 

“For Tory ministers to argue 
that you can make massive budg¬ 
et cuts and slash the number of 


police officers without any 
impact on the front line is clearly 
ridiculous”. 

Peter Conniff, chairman of 
Bedfordshire Police Authority, 
said: “We have always been clear 
that as staff account for around 
80 per cent of all expenditure, in 
order to meet the funding reduc¬ 
tion on £20m the number of peo¬ 
ple employed would fall. 

“Our priority was to protect 
frontline policing and through a 
combination of workforce reor¬ 
ganisation, as the report noted, 
the proportion of the workforce 
in frontline roles will actually 
increase.” 

The report also shows that just 
six per cent of officers from 
Bedfordshire Police are from an 
ethnic minority background 
despite the county sporting two 
large multi-cultural centres. 

Only 1.1 per cent of officers in 
the county’s police force are 
black, 1.5 per cent are mixed race 
and three per cent are Asian 
compared to the 93 per cent of 
officers who are white.

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Council clean up after 
travellers are evicted

HUMAN excrement and gas 
canisters were left in a children’s 
play area by travellers, it is 
alleged by residents. 

Around eight vehicles moved 
onto the recreation ground in 
Raynham Way, Luton, on July 26, 
to the dismay of homeowners in 
the area. 

Although the latest encamp¬ 
ment departed the site on 
Wednesday, there have been 
complaints that human waste has 
been left on the grass and in the 
children’s play area at Raynham 


Way Community Centre. A mem¬ 
ber of staff from the centre posted 
on Twitter: “Have just found out 
that the travellers on my work¬ 
place site have been using the 
outdoor play area as a toilet, it’s 
full of human waste.” 

As a result of the travellers being 
on the site, a number of planned 
activities at the community cen¬ 
tre had to be cancelled last week. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
travellers arrived on July 26, and 
were evicted by the police using 
their powers under Section 61. 

“The council takes the situation 
of human waste and children play 
very seriously and arranged for 


interim clean ups to be undertak¬ 
en while the travellers were on 
site to reduce any health risk. 

“The Section 61 Order prevents 
the same group of travellers from 
returning to this site and a height 
restriction barrier will be 
installed. 

“The contractor who has 
inspected the work estimates it 
will take around a fortnight to 
make the barrier in the workshop 
and subsequently install. 

“The clean up operation has 
already been completed, but 
costs are not known until the 
invoices are submitted at the end 
of the month.”

J ACK Dorsey is in his thirties, 
worth a fortune and probably 
has a lot to answer for - but 
you can judge for yourself... 

Tory MP Aidan Burley, rightly or 
wrongly, got slaughtered for his 
‘misunderstood’ view of the 
Olympic opening ceremony. 

Footballer Rio Ferdinand is facing 
soccer’s beak over his use of the 
expression ‘choc ice’. 

The miscreant who abused Team 
GB gymnast star Tom Daley for 
not winning a gold medal in his 
father’s memory was lucky to 
escape a court. 

And the editor of one newspaper 
has now left his job in the wake of 
making comments that may or 
may not have been deemed 
inappropriate. 

Welcome to Twitter, everyone’s 
window on the world, and, judging 
by the examples above, it would 
seem the catalyst for self 
destruction. We can’t blame 
Dorsey for people’s indiscretions 
of course, but when he founded 
Twitter just six years ago could he 
really have envisaged how it would 
change the world? 

As you read this some 500 
million people are on the social 
network, exchanging or offering 
millions and millions of tweets 
daily. Tweeting has become a way 
of life, a must have and must do. I 
remember some who were 
obsessed by page 304 of BBC’s 
Ceefax on a Saturday afternoon, 
scrolling pages that used to give 
the latest Premier League football 
scores as they happened. Two 
pages simply revolved for 90 
minutes - and I knew people who 
avidly watched them. Between 


those long gone days and even 
higher tech 2012 there has been 
much to captivate the world. 
Facebook, for example, appears to 
contain the life and times of half 
the population. Not on 
Facebook? Then you could almost 
be a leper. But it is Twitter, 
allowing an opinion or message 
limited to 140 characters to not 
only followers who monitor you, 
but also retweet to others at the 
speed of sound, that is likely to 
bring on a new generation of 
people suffering from finger and 
thumb joint ailments. There was a 
time when contact with 
celebrities was limited to what 
you saw in a fleeting tv interview 
or read about in the newspapers. 
Now anyone with any street cred 
is on Twitter, followed by millions 
and they rarely disappoint when it 
comes to being interactive. 

Last week there was an 
astonishing spat between two 
moderately known professional 
footballers, one gobsmackingly 
provided a run down of the other’s 
wife’s sexual CV. It was hugely 
graphic and obscenely unpleasant. 
Electronically, it ended nose to 
nose. Face to face you would have 
got short odds on a punch up. Of 
course while people trade tweets 
of anything from their toilet habits 
to their marital problems, and 
react defiantly in millions when a 
court of law makes an order of 


silence, there is the tricky problem 
of how to police it. In the case of 
the abused Olympian Daley the 
police quickly moved to find the 
offender and tell him what for and 
others have had a surprise tap on 
their shoulder. But ultimately in 
the great scheme of things they 
are piddling in the wind. 

Some enjoy the thrill and 
devilment of Twitter and the 
misery it may bring them. One 
lady this week explained how she 
was excited just waiting for the 
first “f(a)(g)(g) off” in response to 
her previous night’s tweet. That’s 
how to live. Right on the edge. 

Twitter is a Godsend for media 
organisations, stories abound and 
instant news has become, well, 
even more instant. Two weeks 
ago I received a picture of a death 
crash just minutes after it 
happened. And now we have 
police and firemen happily sharing 
their blow by blow accounts of 
work operations as they go along. 
The world has never been more 
exposed. The good, the bad and 
the often very ugly is laid bare. 

But as people like Ferdinand, 
Burley and many others must now 
realise, they need to use their 140 
characters wisely. Or in the modern 
era we live in they may want to 
take heed from a derivative of a 
catchphrase of former comic 
Frankie Howerd who MAY have 
famously uttered ‘Twitter ye not.’

Jail for van arsonist

A MAN was sentenced to three-and- 
a-half years in prison for arson 
recklessly endangering life after he 
set fire to an ice-cream van. 

Javed Lai, 43, from Arundel Road, 
Luton, was arrested on April 19 at 
Heathrow Airport as he tried to leave 
the country. 

Lai was wanted by Bedfordshire 
Police in connection with the ice 
cream van blaze which happened 
at a property in Oakley Road, Luton, 
in April. 

He was caught trying to flee the 
country the day before he was due to 
speak to officers at Luton Police 
Station. 

He appeared before Luton Crown 
Court on July 9 when he pleaded 
guilty to the charge and on 
Wednesday, at the same court, he 


was sentenced to three-and-a-half 
years imprisonment. 

Speaking after the sentencing, the 
officer in charge of the investigation, 
Detective Constable Helen Howson, 
said: “This incident could have 
ended in a family, including small 
children, being seriously injured, as 
the fire was so hot it caused 
significant damage to the windows 
at the front of the property forcing 
the family to take refuge in the back 
garden where they were trapped 
until the Fire Service were able to 
extinguish the blaze. 

“Lai tried to abscond from the UK to 
Pakistan and his arrest and 
subsequent charge shows how 
successfully the Police Service and 
other security services work together. 

“Bedfordshire Police will continue 
to do all we can to bring offenders to 
justice and to ensure our communi¬ 
ties remain safe.”

Muslim police officer 


With the Islamic month of Ramadan upon us, 
Adam Thompson speaks to Bedfordshire 
Police bobby PC Sajid Saddique on the 
difficulties of fasting while out on the beat 


“SOME days are harder than oth¬ 
ers. I could have a quiet day or I 
could have a day like I did yester¬ 
day where I’m chasing after 
someone to arrest them. It can be 
extremely difficult.” 

PC Sajid Saddique, an officer for 
Bedfordshire Police, says his reli¬ 
gion and work can clash while 
working a demanding job. 

Of Islamic faith he, like millions 
of other Muslims, is currently 
fasting during the month of 
Ramadan (where no eating or 
drinking is to take place between 
dawn and sunset with its purpose 
being to cleanse the soul by free¬ 
ing it from harmful impurities). 

He adds: “A lot of people don’t 
realise you’re fasting. They think 
‘Oh, we have an officer there’ can 
you go to this call or over to this 
call but that’s part of the job and 
something you have to accept. 
With the number of officers down 
it’s a lot tougher especially when 
your energy is low.” 

PC Saddique says he chose the 
multicultural climate of 
Bedfordshire as it reflected simi¬ 
lar to his home town of 
Peterborough. 

Three-and-a-half-years into the 
job he says he is able to share his 
experience from his 
Cambridgeshire home on this 
side of the county border. 

“I felt I could offer a lot to the 
force and often I am selected to go 
on certain operations because I 
have that knowledge of Islam and 
I am able to teach colleagues ‘this 
is why they are doing this’ or ‘this 


is why we are doing that’. We had 
an instance where a man was 
taken in and I was able to explain 
to sergeants and officers that cer¬ 
tain scriptures were not ‘extremis- 
m’ they were in fact some pas¬ 
sages from the Quran. 

“At this time of year particularly 
we may arrest someone who is 
fasting and I can find out from a 


suspect when they are able to eat 
next and inform the custody ser¬ 
geant so they are aware of that. It’s 
about education a lot of the time.” 

Today’s society can shuffle 
uncomfortably in its seat when 
religion and professions cross 
paths. Tales of nurses banned 
from wearing crucifixes during 
their rounds and council’s scrap-

ping prayers appear more 
frequently. 

The policeman added: “The 
people who say ‘you can’t wear a 
cross’ at work it’s simply a lack of 
education on their part. I have a 
necklace which says ‘God’ in 
Islamic and it means something 
to me. 

“Those that ban such items 
don’t have a good understanding 
of why people are doing it or a 
good understanding of religion.” 

During his time in Bedfordshire 
PC Saddique says he has never 


felt stigmatised whereas other 
Muslims may have, and added: “I 
don’t think people look at me and 
see a Muslim, they see a police 
officer. Maybe it’s because I have 
light skin, I don’t know. 

“You hear the odd comment 
made but it’s never been directed 
at me verbally or physically and I 
have colleagues who are quite 
happy to step in and deal with 
those who make such comments. 

“You have to be thick-skinned 
and if I let those little things get to 
me I’d be a nervous wreck.” 


With this in mind does he 
encourage more Muslims into the 
police force? 

Without hesitating he says: 
“Absolutely. There are a lot of my 
family who want to follow in my 
steps and join the police. But it 
shouldn’t just be one religion or 
ethnicity it should be a whole 
array of backgrounds. 

“One way to better understand 
other cultures is to encourage 
people to share their knowledge 
from that community into the 
police force.”

MINI ROADSTER: 
MAXI THRILLS 

Yet another twist on the MINI theme, 
the rakish Roadster is based on the Coupe 
model, offering two seats and a whole lot of 
fresh air fun, the first real sportscar the brand 
has brought us. Throw back the hood on a 
sunny day and you'll wonder what can come 
close. 

This certainly wont be the sleekest-looking car 
of its kind youve ever seen, but the 13-degrees 
of increased rake in the windscreen does lend 
it a racier look, especially when the roof's 
down, with a waistline that rises gently along 
the body length towards the strikingly stepped 
rear end that makes reverse parking so 
awkward. 

Despite all this, over the shoulder rearward 
visibility still isnt the best - but then roadsters 
were never meant to be perfectly practical, as

youll discover upon seating yourself insid 
where youll find that the racier angle of the 
windscreen leaves the header rail positioned 
rather closer to your head than you might 
ideally like. The thickness of this rail might also 
be an issue for taller drivers, but its necessary 
in order to secure the latching mechanism for 
the single-skin canvas roof. At the onset of 
inclement weather, you simply press the button 
that will raise the fabric top in just five seconds. 
Thats ten seconds quicker than the MIN 
Convertible can manage, but in this case, you 
do have to manually complete the process at 
the end by clicking the latch into place. 

Power comes from the usual MINI engines: 
petrol-wise, a normally aspirated 122bhp 1.6, 
then the same unit in turbo form with either 184 
or 211 bhp in either E'Cooper S or E'John 
Cooper Works models. Theres also a 143bhp 
Cooper SD diesel variant.

Buckle tells players: 
Give it all you’ve got

YESTERDAY’S friendly against Leyton Orient 
gave Luton Town’s players the final chance to 
impress boss Paul Buckle in a match situation 
and secure their place in the starting line-up 
for the season opener against Gateshead. 

The Hatters chief has some idea of what is his 
ideal starting 11 for when they take to the field at 
Kenilworth Road for the first game of the 
2012/13 Blue Square Bet Premier campaign, 
although nothing is set in stone just yet.

places,” he said. “Even Jake Woolley, who I was 
thinking about letting going out on loan, I don’t 
think I will now. 

“He is showing that he can play at this level, he 
is showing that he can fit in with the good play¬ 
ers we have got at this club. 

“With the injuries at the moment to Spiller, 
Richards - and Rendell has got a little bit of a 


knock - we’re quite thin on the ground. But at 
the same time, it’s very healthy, and with the 
clean sheets we are getting we look very solid in 
defence.”
